'' THISWILL CUE ATE A COMMOTION. 


Officials of the War Department Admit 


That They Aro Straining Every Nerve. 
Officers on tli'o Kntiruil List WJ11 Bo, 
Called Into Service In Ciise of Trouble, j 


''.IVhivh Cun Ho Done Theii WIIH the 


Consent of tlio Senate. 


Washington, March 12.—The situa- 


tion in the war and navy departments 
is one of hope and preparation—hope 
lor the hest and preparation for the 
•worst. 


The officials still profess confident a 


that there Is to be a peaceful outcoaia 
ol the present threatening difficulties, 
Irat meanwhile prepare with serenity 
to meet their duty if events should 
shape themselves otherwise. 


The most important and sig- ; 


nlficant. developments of the ; 
day were the decision of the 
house naval committee to place 
in the naval appropriation bill 
a provision for three new bat- 
tleships, and a conclusion on 
the part of the secretary of war 
to issue an order creating a 
new military department, in- 
cluding within its confines that 
part of the 
country which 


would he, In- all likelihood, 
nearest to the field o£ hostili- 
ties in case it should come to 
that. 


The order will create a commotion in 


the south. The present Department oC 
Texas is abolished, and the headquar- 
ters which have been at San Antonio, 
Tex., for so many years are abandoned. 


In place of the old department is cre- 


ated a new one, the Department of the 
South. 
General Graham, at present 


commander of the Department of Tex- 
as, will command the new department. 


This department will include the 


states of South Carolina, Georgia, Flor- 
ida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Texas. All of these states, save the 
last, are at present attached to the De- 
partment of the East, under command 
o£ General Mcn-Ut of New York. 


It is said at the department that Gen- 


eral Merritt is fully compensated fot 
the strength of the command which 
passes away from him by the addition 
to his forces of the two regiments of 
artillery now recruiting. 


Headquarters of the new Department 


of the South will be at Atlanta, chosen 
because of its fine strategical value and 
its excellent railroad connections. 


Straining Every Nerve. 


For the first time the officials of the 


•war department now admit they are 
Btraining every nerve to improve that 
part of the defense of the country con- 
fided to their care. 


It is without question the most unu- 


Bual mark of confidence in an executive 
officer to empower him to give orders 
without limit for the purchase of war 
material, yet this la what the president 
and Secretary Alger have done iu the 
case of General Flagler, chief of ord- 
nance. 


The officer hns not shown any dispo- 


sition to shirk this large responsibility, 
but has instructed every concern capa- 


' ble of supplying war material, such as 


rapid-fire guns, shot, shell and ammu- 
nition, to go to work at full capacity. 


The navy departraenthas now reason 


to believe that it has secured the two 
warships, Amazonas and 
her sister 


ship, now building in England for Bra- 
zil. 
It was stated at the cabinet meet- 


ing by Secretary Long that the naval 
attache at London, Lieutenant Colonel 
Well, had almost completed the nego- 
tiations for the s;ile. 


In anticipation of a rupture between 


the United States and Spain many na- 
val officers on the retired list have no- 
tified the secretary of the navy of their 
•willingness and readiness to perform 
any duty in the line of their profession 
that he may deem suitable for them. 


There seems to bn considerable mis- 


apprehension on the part of the general 
public as to the availability of officers 
on tho retired list for active duty in 
time of war. Section 14G2 of tho Re- 
vised Statutes, bearing on this subject, 
provides as follows: 


No officer on tho rothvij li:;t of the nnry 


fhall 
b«r employed in nctivo d u t y except 


In time of war. 


Under this section it is apparent that 


if war should break out all officers on 
the retired list competent to serve will 
be subject to the orders of the secreta- 
ry of the navy. Another statute bear- 
ing on this subject is contained in sec- 
tions 1463 and 1-164, as follows:

Tlint a Few Shli.s Will IJe Picked Up In 


a Sliorl Time. 


Washington, March 12.—After tho 


cabinet meeting one of the members 
said:

"It ia now altogether probable that 


we will secure two vessels that are un- 
der construction tor the Brazilian gov- 
ernment. 
It is not possible at this 


time to say just how many ships in all 
the government will be able to secure. 


"It has options on a number that have 


j been offered, but nothing is likely to 


be definitely accomplished in the way 
of acquiring them until an examination 
is made into their cond-.-on, for which 
purpose a naval officer has been dis- 
patched abroad. 


"We do not want a'lot of vessels that 


other nations contracted to be built 
and now find are not up to expecta- 
tions. I should not be surprised but 
what the president would be able to get 
five cr six vessels in all. 


"The fact is notorious that there ar? 


not a great many really gopd vessels 
to be had, but I should not be surpriser 
!f we are able to get a half dozen for 
midable ones at least. 


"The 
$50,000,000 appropriation fo 


war preparations will be expended in 
this country, except such as may be 
used in tho purchase of ships and iu 
the acquisition of munitions of war 
that are not obtainable here. 


"Yes, 
I think the sympathy of the 


British government in this great con- 
troversy is with the United States. At 
any rate, she does not side with Spain. 
I do not mean by this statement to 
have you infer that the English will 
openly advocate our cause and extend 
us substantial help, but they will give 
us their moral support." 


Xf> Tmtnedinto Cull to U« jMnde. 


New York, March 12. — President 


Griscom of the American line arrived 
from Washington and was in consulta- 
tion with James A. Wright, vice presi- 
dent of the line, lie told Mr. Wright 
that he stopped off 
at Washington 


merely to tell Secretary Long that the 
company stood ready at all times to 
turn over to the government any one 
of its steamships for war purposes.
